Two men in a position to know recently have 
warned California audiences that the nation’s much 
talked about energy crisis is real, and that the average 
citizen will feel its effects in the not too distant future 
unless thoughtful action is taken to organize formally 
our efforts to conserve fast dwindling natural re- 


sources. 


Speaking at an international power engineering 
conference in San Francisco, Glenn T. Seaborg, former 
Atomic Energy Commission chairman, illustrated his 
analysis of the crisis by saying that “if tomorrow we 
were to suffer an instant cutback of say 20 to 30 percent 
of our total energy consumption, we would probably 
witness the collapse of Western civilization as we 


know it.” 


Dr. Seaborg urged that the AEC be transformed 
into the U.S. Energy Agency to oversee a “vast versa- 
tile energy pool (which) we must begin to use ration- 
ally in terms not only of short-term economics but 


total reserves.” 


Keith Doig, vice president of planning and eco- 
nomics for Shell Oil Co., told a Western Oil and Gas 
Association workshop for teachers at Diablo Valley 
College that the average citizen may well feel the 
pinch in petroleum and natural gas supplies within the 


next couple of years. 


“The problem is,” he said, “that the United States 
has gone on for many years enjoying a fine sufficiency 
of low-cost energy. That day has ended.” The average 
citizen will feel the energy pinch “when he drives into 
his gas station and the attendant says: ‘Sorry, no gas 


on Tuesdays’ ”.

PROPER IRRIGATION OF COTTON 


IS IMPORTANT FOR MAXIMUM CROP 


By Alan G. George 
Farm Advisor 


VISALIA — With the 1972 
cotton crop fast-approaching 
peak bloom, cotton fields in 
Tulare county will now bring 
critical water decisions. 


Growers should watch with ° 


special care for severe moisture 
stress since at this time the 
greatest yield losses can occur, 

With many of the fields in 
Tulare county still ahead of 
normal, conditions are already 
nearing the bloom peak - the. 
sixth week of blooming. 

If squares and young bolls 
have been protected during the 


' first three weeks of blooming by 


timely pest control and properly 
timed irrigation, bloom should 
continue and 85 percent of the 
total crop should be set by the 
end of the sixth week. Moisture 
stress can cause loss of squares 
and bolls, and the loss tends to 
throw the plants out of proper 
fruiting, encouraging undesirable 
rapid vegetative growth at the 
expense of boll set.

The most severe yield loss 
due to moisture stress occurs 
during peak flowering. Losses 
earlier and later in the fruiting 
period do not damage yield as 
much. 

Once a high percentage of the 
bolls has been set in the first 
three weeks of flowering it is 
usually harder to overirrigate 
cotton. 

During peak bloom growers 
should maintain tender green 
growth between the terminal 
bud and the reddish coloring of 
the stalk. If the reddish coloring 
extends to within three or four 
inches of the terminal bud, plant 
growth has slowed and irrigation 
is needed. 

Timely study of the 
University of California 
Agricultural Extension leaflet, 
“Cotton Irrigation” by Marvin 
Hoover, extension cotton 
specialist; D.W. Grimes, assistant 
water scientist; and H.B. Cooper, 
USDA cotton breeder, would 
give growers additional help in 
judging the need for irrigation. 
The booklet, AXT 23, can be 
obtained from the Tulare 
County Farm and Home 
Advisors office in Visalia.

PLANTED FOR REPRODUCTION OF SEED 


VISALIA — A ‘total of 
33,775 acres of cotton has been 
planted in the San Joaquin 
valley this season for seed 
reproduction in the program 
conducted by the California 
Planting Cotton Seed 
distributors, directors were 
informed at a recent meeting in 
Visalia. 

Manager Tom Cherry of 
Bakersfield stated the acreage 
total is close to that of last year. 
However, in addition to the 
designated variety for the valley, 
Acala SJ-1, and the Acala 4-42 
strain preferred by some 
growers, the cooperative seed 
group also has authorized some 
1,800 acres for expanding seed 
for an experimental Acala 
variety, S-918845. 

Developed at the USDA 
cotton station at Shafter, 
S-918845 has shown an 8% to 
9% yield advantage in extensive 
trials during a two-year period 
over SJ-1. However, a decision 
on whether it will be released for 
general planting will hinge on 
spinning tests still being 
conducted. A decision on release 
is the joint responsibility of the 
federal and state departments of 
agriculture and the Universtiy of 
California. 

Meanwhile, by continuing 
with the seed. reproduction 
program, CPCSD will have 
enough seed for general planting 


in 1974 should a favorable 


decision on the variety be. 


forthcoming. 

Cherry stated indications are 
that growers have planted more 
than 900,000 acres to cotton in 
the San Joaquin valley this year. 
This compares with just over 
700,000 acres in 1971. 
Favorable growing conditions at 
this point indicate much 
improved yields overall 
compared ‘with those of recent 
years. : 

The board adopted a budget 
of $133,950 for the 1972-73 
fiscal year, for administrative 
and operational expenses. At its 
May meeting the board had 
awarded grants of $426,750 for 
cotton production research. The 
research program is financed by 
an assessment on each purchase 
of planting seed by growers from 
CPCSD.

Included are two mid-July 
peaches and one peach which 
ripens in mid-August. 

Earliest of the new 
introductions is May Queen, a 
nectarine with a waxy, red 
surface and of large size for its 
early season. Merrill said May 
“Queen complements the Scarlet 
Queen, since the two nectarines 
ripen about 14 and 10 days 
respectively ahead of early Sun 
Grands. May Queen has the 
lowest chilling requirement. 

The latest to ripen of the five 
introductions is the Autumn 
Gem peach. Merrill describes this 
as ‘“‘our greatest find since 
O’Henry and June Lady.” It is 
very red in color, firm, 
large-sized, and does not drop 
from the tree as late-maturing 
peaches tend to do. 

For mid-July harvest, Merrill 
has two new peaches for which 
patents have been asked. Early 
O’Henry resembles the popular 
O’Henry. Sparkle resembles 
Franciscan and ripens about the 
same time but is more highly 
colored. Recent pull-outs have 
made mid-July. peaches a 
profitable enterprise dnce again, 
Merrill says.

“Although geologic evidence 
indicates no. displacement has 
occurred on these faults for at 
least 100,000 years, and possibly 
for as long as 600,000 years, it 
was not possible to demonstrate 
conclusively that multiple 
displacements have not occurred 
within the past 500,000 years, as 
required by the Atomic Energy 
commission.” he said. 

In answer to questions these 
statements were made: 4 

- The Department of Water 
and Power does not. feel that 
two other possible sites, in 
Yokohl valley and near Three 
Rivers, offer much _ possibility 
since the geology there ¢an be 
assumed to be similar to ‘the 
Frazier valley site. 

- Next move by the 
department has not been 
determined, but other possible 


sites in Central California will be - 


checked, including those on 
alluvial formations. 

- Work at the Frazier valley 
site was the most comprehensive 
geological survey of its kind ever 
conducted. 

- While department geologists 
and engineers feel that the 
Frazier valley site is excellent, 
there is not much likelihood that 
AEC requirements will be 
reduced in the foreseeable 
future. 

- The department will move 
ahead with reconnaisance for 
another construction site, since 
additional power must be 
developed and since it takes 
about 10 years to locate, build 
and get a new nuclear power 
plant on the line. 

- “For all practical purposes 
we’re out of Frazier valley, and 
we’re sorry about that.” 

- Decision to pull out was 
based solely on result of 
geological studies. 

Weather station constructed 
on the Frazier valley site will be 
removed and trenches and holes 
dug during the geologic study 
will be filled. This work will be 
completed in about two weeks. 

Cost involved in the site 
study amounted to about 
$380,000.
